FISHES FROM OCEAN’S BED. 


Unusual Characteristics of inhabitants 
of the Deep Sea. 
When a deep-sea fish is brou ght to 
the su rface, how gradu ally and care­ 
fu lly soever, its bones are often lik e 
so mu ch tou chwood and its mu scles 
lik e rotten pu lp, while its eyes are 
bu rst from their sock ets and its vis­ 
cera are often blown ou t of the body 
cavity by the expansion of the 
air 
bladder. 
It frequ ently happens that 
deep-sea fishes are fou nd floating help­ 
lessly on the su rface of the ocean, 
with large 
prey in their stomachs. 
Their appearance u nder these circu m­ 
stances is accou nted for by the efforts 
of their stru ggling victims to escape 
from their jaws, cau sing them to as­ 
cend beyond the horizontal zone w’hlch 
they u su ally inhabit. Deep-sea fishes 
are commonly black q t dark brown. 
Bu t althou gh it is claimed that light 
is essential to the formation of colors, 
some deep-sea fishes are scarlet in 
parts, or u niform red or rosy. Others 
are silvery white, while, according to ^ 
Alcock , the neocopelu s is “one daz-

The Only Time In Joseph Jeffer 
son’s Career. 


IT OCCURRED IN ST. LOUIS. 


For More Than Thirty Years the Great 


Actor Did Not Again Visit 


The Mound City. 


The only time Joe Jefferson was 
ever hissed from the stage occurred 
right here in St. 
Louis, 
where, in 
later years, he was to become one of 
the most pronounced favorites of all 
the actors who visited the city, says 
the Giobe-Democrat. 
Jefferson’s early life was of the 
most varied description, though nev­ 
er extending beyond the limits of the 
sock and buskin, save when for a 
while he essayed to run a cafe in a 
Texas town; but, despite its kaleido­ 
scopic quality, it was never one in 
which the embarrassment of dismal 
artistic failure entered, except on this 
occasion. 
The genial old actor, the 
dean of the American stage at the 
time of his death, dismisses it In a 
kindly but brief manner in his "Auto­ 
biography,” yet it is apparent that 
he was stung to the quick by the fias­ 
co, for he did not appear In this city 
again for thirty-two years, and th m 
only when his position had s o a r^ to 
assured and brilliant stellar heights. 
Speaking of 
this 
reappearance in 
1876, he merely says that ft was his 
"llret in St. Louis since the memora­ 
ble season when, as a youth, I had 
been hissed from the stage.” 
It was in 1844 that the trouble oc­ 
curred. when Jefferson was but 15 
years old. The occasion was his first 
trip to the W est and South. He had 
joined the company 
of 
which his 
mother was a member the season be­ 
fore, when it was 
starting 
for the 
W est, had played Chicago, then only 
an insignificant village, worked down 
through Illinois to Louisiana and Mis­ 
sissippi, and 
on the 
return North 
began a summer engagement in St, 
Louis under the management of Lud­ 
low & Smith, then one of the most 
prominent 
theatrical 
firms 
in the 
country. 
The stars of this company, 
an exceptionally good one for its time, 
included players 
whose 
names are 
well remembered even unto today, and 
among them were such notables in the 
stage world as Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Kean, Anna Cora Mowaft and James 
H. Hackett. 
The season spent in travel had been 
uneventful and that in St. Louis was 
no departure from this even tenor ex­ 
cept for the unfortunate fiasco which 
befell young Jefferson. 
Everything 
went well until the night of the Fourth 
of July, and on this occasion the man­ 
agement decided to niaive the per­ 
formance fitting to the day by intro­ 
ducing at the close of the regular bill 
a patriotic tableau, in which Jefferson 
was depicted to act as soloist and sing

the "Star-Spangled Banner.” When the 
assignment was given he was plunged 
into an ecstacy of delight. 
Hitherto 
he had been playing all manner of 
small parts, handling properties and 
doing such other things of general 
utility as the managers saw fit to 
saddle upon him, and now* for the first 
lime in his career he was to stand in 
the center of the stage, the attention 
of the audience concentrated upon 
his youthful form, and render the 
star number of the bill. 
The patriotic 
tableau 
had been 
heavily billed and 
the 
house was 
crowded for the Independence day 
performance. Jefferson was in a fren­ 
zy of excitement, and as he peeped 
through the curtain at the great au­ 
dience he felt that his reputation was 
made. For days he had rehearsed the 
national anthem, sung it "backwards 
and forwards,” as he subsequently de­ 
clared. until he was certain of the Ef­ 
fect he would produce, coupled es­ 
pecially with 
the 
enthusiasm that 
would naturally be in the air on such 
an occasion. This night his fame was 
in the making, on 
the 
morrow it 
would leap from 
tongue 
to tongue 
around the towm. 
So 
he felt and 
proudly strutted the stage in the ardor 
and assuredness of his youth, wait­ 
ing impatiently for the moment to 
come when he. and he alone, wrould 
be the center of interest, the star of 
the principal event on the bill. 
At last the dramatic offering of the 
evening reached its final curtain, and 
the preparations 
for 
the patriotic 
number 
began. 
They 
were simple 
enough. A wood setting, the company 
grouped In conventional attire on the 
stage. "Those who had swallow-tail 
coats wore them,” said Jefferson later 
In life, "and those who were not bless­ 
ed with that graceful garment did the 
best they could.” In the center of the 
conventional half 
circle 
stood the 
“Goddess of Liberty” on a small dais, 
one of the female members of the 
troupe in 
ordinary 
evening dress, 
with a pasteboard Roman helmet on 
her head and her figure draped with 
a United 
States 
ensign. 
Jefferson 
stood by the side 
of this imposing 
woman, and as the curtain arose a 
great roar of applause went up from 
the crowd of patriots assembled in 
pit, balcony, gallery and boxes, and 
at that wave of sound the boy’s heart 
leaped to his throat, his brain swam 
and his tongue seemed suddenly trans­ 
formed into a huge, thick piece of 
solid mucilage. 
He had stage fright 
in Its worst form, but as the orchestra 
struck up the first notes of the anthem 
he managed to bring back a meas­ 
ure of his self-control and advanced 
boldly to the footlights.

ling voice out came the words, "Oh. 
say, can you see-

The Goddess of Liberty turned to­ 
ward him slightly, and he heard her 
gentle voice murnier, “Poor fellow.” 
It sounded like the noise of a cannon 
in bis ears and added to his confusion. 
The hissing increased and sarcastic 
epithets were hurled above the bed­ 
lam. 
The orchestra played over and 
over again 
the 
introduction to the 
anthem, old Muller, the leader, call­ 
ing out, “Go on. go on,” but it was no 
use. 
The kissing had done its work, 
and with presence of mind enough to 
bow* Jefferson retreated hastily to the 
wings, where he threw himself into 
the arms of his mother, and together 
they sobbed out their misery over the 
incident and the failure. 
It w*as w’eeks before Jefferson re­ 
covered from the blow the jeering had 
inflicted upon him. and years before 
he could think of St. Louis without a 
shudder, yet, though condemning hiss­ 
ing for so slight an offense, never a 
word did he utter at any time in his 
life against the city or its citizens 
that had used him so unkindly. 
The 
warmth of the reception tendered him 
on his reappearance here, thirty-two 
years later, more than compensated 
him for that early fiasco, as he per- 
sonally declared at the time, and sub­ 
sequently, he came to love the city 
that had given him such a cold douche 
and set dow*n in its records his only 
marked failure of any kind.

A Custom Tha t Is In Vogue 
Pa rt of Ita ly. 
In the “vanity” section of a museum 
at Florence, says the London Tele­ 
graph. there is an interesting collec- 
ttion' of blocks used for w hat is called 
“religious tattooing” among the Italian 
peasants of the district inclosed oe- 
tween the Aruzzi, Umbria and the 
Adriatic. 
Peasants in these parts at work 
with shirt sleees rolled up display a 
Christian symbol of some sort or text 
tattooed in blue ink on their brown 
skin.

HOW TO SEAL LETTERS. 


Combine d Use of Wa fe r a nd Wa x Pre * 
ve nts Ta mpe ring. 
It is often very desirable to know 
bow to seal a letter so that it cannot 
be opened without betraying the facL 
Steam or hot water will open envel­ 
opes closed with mucilage and oven a 
wafer. A hot Iron or a spirit lamp dis­ 
solves sealing wax, an impression in 
plaster having been taken of the sesL 
By the combined use of wafer and 
so lin g wax, however, all attempts to 
open the letter otherwise 
than by 
force can be frustrated. 
All that W 
necessary is to close the letter first 
with a small moist wafer and to piece 
the latter with a coarse needle (the 
same applies to mucilage), whereupon 
so lin g wax may be used in the usual 
manner. 
This seal can neither be 
opened by dry heat nor by moisture,
